VANCOUVER, June 16—(CP)— 
R{, Hon. Malcolm MacDonald, Brit- 
ish high commissioner to Canada, 
said here Sunday that the Domin- 
fon’s war production is very good 
and witil increase in volume stead- 
ily, but warned that “there is no 
room for complacency, either here | 
or in Great Britain.” | 


The high commissioner told in- | 
ferviewers there was “no room for | 
satisfaction in the war efforts of| 
Canada or any of the dominions, or | 
of Great Britain herself,” and that it | 
Was “up to everyone to move as fast 
&s he can.” 

Mr. MacDonald arrived here Sat- | 
urday night by Trans-Canada Air | 
Lines on a tour of the dominion to} 
acquaint himself with all phases of 
Canada's industrial effort and to in- 
gpect various naval and air estab- 
lishments 


“TREMENDOUS JOBS” 


He listed five “tremendous jobs” 
which Canada is now doing and 
which are of invaluable aid to 
Great Britain in the fight against the 
Axis powers. 

The first of these, he said, is the 
production of war weapons, adding 
that steady development along this 
line is one of the best aids this 
country can provide 

The second, Mr. MacDonald 
said, is the fact that Canadian 
faxpayers are paying “every dol- 
lar” of the cost of this production. 
He said this contribution is as | 
valuable to Britain as the lease- 
lend policy of the United States. 

The production of food in Canada | 
for the United Kingdom is also a 
valuable contribution he said, | 
stressing the fact that ‘Britain can- 
not win unless her fighting men | 
and citizens are fed.” | 

Mr. MacDonald said the Common- | 
wealth air training plan is a “very | 
reat effort” providing training | 
bases out of reach of the enemy |} 
from which pilots, observers and | 
air gunners, are pouring over to gc 
into the fight.

250 New Houses 
The superintendent of the city’s 
land department makes the encour- 


aging prediction that $625,000 will be 
y spent this year in the building of new 
houses in Edmonton. He bases the 
forecast on the prospect that 250 par- 
cels of city-owned land will be sold, to 
parties who will put up houses to the 
average value of $2500. At the end 
of May 211 houses had been built or 
were building, at a total cost of almost 
$470,000. More than half these were 
buiit or building on lots sold by the 
city. The estimate for the year’s 
total does not therefore seem excess- 
ive; rather it may be considerably ex- 
ceeded. a 
( For many years the population of 
the city has been growing at a uniform 
rate of about 1500 per year, and those 
in charge of the annual census think 
j the present rate of growth is not less 
than this. If they are correct, the 250 
new homes will do no more than ac- 
commodate the new growth in popul- 
ation for the year, allowing a family 
of five to the house. The obvious 
point is that this many new houses 
should have been going up in Edmon- 
ton every year, and this will be the 


normal future requirement while the 
present rate of population growth 
continues. 


The notable fact is that the new 
building now being done is financed by 
the builders, not by loan companies. 
The latter have not yet resumed loan- 
ing operations in Alberta. That par- 
ties with private capital are investing 
- this heavily in the erection of new 
homes is convincing proof that the 
position of the city is regarded 
sound and its future assured.

Our Burning Forests 


The present year will surely set a 
new record in the destruction of Al- 
timber resources by forest 
fires. For many weeks the flames have 
been eating up large stands of mer- 
chantable timber in the foothills coun- 
try to the north-west and south-west 
of Edmonton. There has been in addi- 
tion a heavy loss of property through 
the burning of saw-mills, cut lumber 
and settlers’ homes. And hundreds of 
men have had to be employed fighting 
the fires, else the havoc would have 
been immeasurably greater. 

We are not taking care of our for-

other parts of Canada—and that is 
Saying a good deal. The account of 
timber destroyed, of other property 
wiped out, and of the cost of fire- 
fighting, would be a staggering sum.

The United States 
continued to negotiate with Gfeat Britain 
and the position taken about the Spanish 

ssessions was identical with that which we 
ave now taken jn regard to the French. 
Spanish and Portuguese possessions in the 
Western Hemisphere or confronting it, and 
in regard to the contro] of the seas. 

The policy was formulated by President 
Jefferson in his instruction of April 18, 1802, 
to Livingston, the United States Minister in 
Paris: “This cession of Louisiana and the 
Floridas by Spain to France works most 
sorely on the United States.” New Orleans, 
he pointed out, is one of the gateways to our 
territory., “France, placing herself in that 
door, assumes to us the attitude of defiance. 
have retained it quietly for 
years. . . These circumstances render it 
impossible that France and the United States 
can continue long friends when they meet in 
so irritable a position. The day that 
France takes possession of New Orleans 
fixes the sentence which is to retain her 
forever within her low-water mark, It seals 
the union of two nations who, in conjunc- 
tion, can maintain exclusive possession of 
the ocean. From that moment we must 
marry ourselves to the British fleet and 
nation. ... This is not a state of things we 
seek or desire, It is one which this meas- 
ure, if adopted by France, forces on us as 
necessarily as any other cause, by’ the laws 
of nature, brings on its necessary effect.” 


Thus it is a fact, which no student of 
American history can successfully dispute, 
that the foreign policy of Washington, 


Adams, Jefferson, and Monroe was not one 
bit more isolationist or non-interventionist 
than the policy of Roosevelt, Willkie and 


Hull. The two policies are the same policy 
—the historic American policy since the 
foundation of the republic, It is that the 


territories affecting our vital interests must 
pass from the contro] of friendly and 
pacific nations into the control of aggres- 
sive and expanding empire, and that to pre- 
vent this happening we are prepared “to 
marry ourselves to the British fleet and 
nation” because this means “the union of 
two nations who, in conjunction, can maine 
tain exclusive possession of the ocean,” 
No Changes in Pojicy 

There has been no change whatever in 
the principles of American foreign policy. 
If in 1802 we could not allow revolutionary

France to control the mouth of the 
issippi, if in 1823 we could not allow 
to contro] the western coast of 


Canada or the European quadruple alliance 
to reconquer Centra] and South America, 
then how can it be argued by Col. Lndbergh 
that in 194] we are more aggressive than 
Hitler because we say that Hitler shall not 
contro] the islands of the Atlantic and the 
west coast of Africa? The distance in time 
from Washngton to New Orleans in 1801, or 
from Chicago to South America n 1823, was 
very much greater than the distance today 
from the Azores or the Cape Verde Islands 
or Casablanca or Dakar to any part of the 
American continent, «I have myself talked 
recently with a Canadian newspaper man 
who had dinner in Montreal and breesgast 


|in England, having crossed the Atlantic in a 


bomber, Yet we are asked to believe that 
Jefferson who was aroused about French 
contro] of New Orleans, and Monroe and 
Jefferson who were aroused about the cone 
trol of far-off South America, would today 
be unconcerned at the prospect of having 
Hitler established half way across the 
Atlantic 

The truth is that those who appeal! to the 
fathers of the republic in support of the 
Lindbergh propaganda are misrepresenting

fathers of the republic. The first American 
statesmen were not pacifists. ‘They were not 
isolationists. They were not neutrals. They 
had not been afraid to fight against England 
but neither were they in the slightest afraid 
to say that they would, if American interesis 
were threatened, fight along with England, 

Thus it may be said, quite literally and 
seriously, that though the present foreign 
policy of the United States government is 
not in accord with the views of the America 
First Committee, it is strictly in accord with 
the principles and the practice of the first 
American
